THE QUEEN'S DIAMOND 
JUBILEE. 


HERE has been much of the wbole- 
a hearted, indomitable, downright-earnest 
energy which has made the British Empire 

what it is in the thorough way in which the 
greatest city in the world gladly set about the 
Imperial task of celebrating in a fitting manner 
the completion by our beloved Queen of the 
Sixtieth year of her glorious reign. London has 
worked with a will. Much patient thought to 
insure the success of the Royal Procession on 
Tuesday must have been bestowed by the Prince 
of Wales in his Marlborough House study, by 
Colonel Sir Edward Bradford at New Scotland 
Yard, Lord Methuen at the War Office, and by 


each of these sacred assemblages—alike in St. 
George’s Chapel, Windsor, in St. Paul’s, and 
elsewhere—was the rising of the congregation 
to join with heart and soul in the singing of 
‘God’ Save the Queen," to which the Dean of 
Rochester had written this additional verse— 

O Lord our God arise, 

Scatter her enemies, 

Make wars to cease. 
Keep us from plague and dearth, 
Turn Thou our woes to mirth, 


And over all the earth 
Let there be peace. 


The Queen’s Arrival in London 
on Monday, with the Empress Frederick and 
Princesses Christian and Beatrice, occasion a 
joyous demonstration of loyalty on the road from 
Paddington Terminus to Buckingham Palace, 
which evidently gave great gratification to our 
smiling Sovereign, who repeatedly bowed her 
acknowledgments of the public enthusiasm. It 
was а pleasure to see the Royal Standard flying 
{гота the roof of the Palace, and to know that 
Her Majesty, for all the seventy-eight years 
which have blanched her fair hair, was in the 
enjoyment of her usual good health. The Queen 
needed all her strength. After lunch on Monday 
she had to receive the Royal guests, Indian 
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Emmanuel; but London surely reached the 
pinnacle of loyal excitement when its millions 
signified in unmistakable fashion their loving 
devotion to Queen Victoria, the essence of whose 
pure life Alfred Austin, the Poet Laureate, so 
well summed up in his Jubilee Ode— 

Their thoughts shall be my thoughts, their aim my aim, 

Their free-lent loyalty my right divine ; 


Mine will I make their triumphs, mine their fame, 
Their sorrows mine, 


And I will be the bond to link them all 
In patriot purpose till my days be done, 
So that in mind and might, whate’er befall, 
They still keep One. 

Setting forth with Queenly punctuality from 
Buckingham Palace, the Royal Procession was, 
in the first place, worthy the great historic 
occasion—a most brilliant naval and military 
pageant to follow the sober-coloured ‘Colonial 
Cavalcade Lord Roberts led to Ludgate Hill and 
St. Paul’s earlier in the morning: a noble caval- 
cade splendidly representing Britain beyond the 
Seas in the persons of the Colonial Premiers 
and detachments of manly horsemen, all lustily 
cheered. as they deserved to be. Stalwart 
Captain Ames fitly led Her Majesty’s Procession, 
inasmuch as in him was well typified the strength 
of the British Army, whose sharp, shrewd,

faced Princess Royal (Empress Frederick of 
Germany); the art-loving Princess Louise 
(Marchioness of Lorne) ; Princess Beatrice (the 
widowed Princess Henry of Battenberg), most 
constant and faithful companion of her Mother 
in her hours of greatest grief; the bright 
and charming Duchess of York, who, with 
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ner bonnie face aglow with good health, 
and beaming with smiles of true happiness, 
came in for greetings that proceeded direct 
from the heart of the populace! But the 
mightiest cheers were naturally reserved for 
the ruddy Sovereign Lady whose white hair 
added to the softness of her venerable face, and 
who wore white in her diamond-gemmed bonnet 
as a concession to the gala day. Faced by 
T.R.H. the Princess of Wales (whose humane 
suggestion of a Jubilee dinner to the outcasts of 
London gained for her a fresh meed of affection) 
and Her Majesty’s benevolent daughter, Princess 
Christian, the Queen was graciousness itself 
as she bent her revered head right and left. 
Love filled her heart. Loving daughters 
faced her. Loving sons, the Prince of Wales 
and the Duke of Connaught, and her trusty 
cousin, the Duke of Cambridge, rode by 
the carriage, drawn by the eight famed 
cream-coloured horses. A loving People cheered 
her.

Cricket and athleties followed in the afternoon and eariy 
evening, and at ten o'clock the whole estate became a scene 
of vivid illumination, and a grand display of fireworks 
wound up an eventful day. 


The Queen and British Schoolboys and 
Schoolgirls.— Her Majesty won the hearts ot all public- 
school boys and girls by the gracious expression of her 
wish that the year of the Diamond Jubilee might be cele- 
brated by the grant of an extra week's holiday this summer.

Her Majesty’s Thoughtful Kindness to the 
Children on Constitution Hill.—lt is well known 
that the Queen considerately promised to drive from Buck- 
ingham Palace up Constitution Hill on the day after the 
memorable 22nd of June, in order to give the 10,000 school- 
children and 2000 teachers, massed in the Civil Service 
stands, an opportunity of seeing her.

The Career of Mr. Barnett I. Barnato, com- 
monly known as Barney Barnato, who committed suicide 
by jumping overboard whilst en voyage from the Cape 
to England, was of the most extraordinary charaeter (says 
the Daily News) and forms one of the strangest of the 
romances of modern millionaires. Не was a Londoner by 
birth, and many an inhabitant of Whitechapel at the 
present time will tell you tales of * Barney's ? *outeness 
in the days when he served in his father’s shop. One of the 
most amiable traits in his character was his attachment to 
his “old folk," though not all of them cared to journey 
westward with him. From the humble beginnings we 
have indicated, Barnato rose to possess many millions, 
to live in Spencer House, and to build a palace in Park 
Lane. Не went ont to South Africa in 1873 as a public 
entertainer, and joined in the rush to the Diamond Fields, 
and by shrewdness and astute bargaining became Life 
Governor of the De Beers Diamond Mine. At the Diamond 
Fields Barnato obtained command of therich Kimberley 
Mine. The other principal group, which controlled the 
De Beers Mine, was headed by Mr. Rhodes ; and for some 
time it seemed doubtful which group would.swallow the 
other. Ultimately the Rhodes group gained the ascendency, 
and а huge amalgamation was effected. The news of his 
suicide caused a great sensation in the London Stock 
Exchange.

When the Scot reached 
Southampton, the inevitable inquest on the body of Mr. 
Barnato was held; and Mr. Clifford, the fourth officer 
of the Scot, told his story modestly and well. He said 
he had seen and spoken to Mr. Barnato once or twice 
on the voyage from Cape Town, and had not noticed auy- 
t pose either in his appearance or actions. “Оп 
the 14th," he continued, *Isaw him leap overboard. Mr. 
Joel said something I don't remember; and I think I said, 
Ext p with that I pulled off my coat and jumped 
after . Idid not reach the body, though I saw it some 
distance off. I was subsequently picked up by the ship's 
boat." Witness produced the log, which showed the life- 
belts were thrown overboard and that the E rapidly 
turned and steamed in the direction of the body. It was at 
the express wish of the relations that the body was em- 
balmed at Madeira and brought home. The jury returned 
a verdict, ‘‘That deceased jumped overboard and 
met his death from drowning while temporarily 
insane." They also expressed great praise for the 
pluck and determination shown by Mr. Clifford, and hoped 
that the coroner would bring his conduct before the Royal 
Humane Society ! (Hear, hear.) The funeral of Mr. Barnato 
took place last Sunday afternoon, from 6, Marble Arch, the 
house of Mrs. Kate Joel, who is Mr. Barnato's sister. The 
place of burial was Willesden Cemetery, to which many 
mourners followed the remains of the millionaire who 
ended his life in such à melancholy manner,

SUCCESS OF THE PHILADELPHIANS. 
N OTWITHSTANDING the all-engrossing 


Jubilee preparations, the attention of cricketers was 

drawn to the unexpected suce:ss of the American 

team in their match against Sussex. Unexpected

in the Solent. Each of the ships in the chart, 
besides being labelled with her name, bears an 
accurate resemblance to the actual vessel, so as 
to assist identification. The view of the ships is 
as they will appear when approached from 
Portsmouth, the direction whence nine out of 
every ten visitors will come. 

It is unfortunate for these last that the official 
chart puts the ships with the northernmost ones 
on top, as that is the reverse order to that in 
which they will be seen by visitors. It should 
be borne in mind, however, that the ships will 
not necessarily lie pointing as in our map—they 
swing with the tide, and so turn and turn about 
every six hours with the rise and ebb. 

This Fleet is the Largest 

that has yet been gathered by us—the largest 
that the modern world has seen. It is incorrect, 
however, to state, as many people are doing, 
that it is the largest fleet the world has ever 
beheld. In olden time Xerxes, invading Greece, 
over 2000 years ago, reviewed nearly 100 war-ships 
(such as they were), and fleets of 200 vessels 
were often gathered by the Athenians. The 
Spanish Armada, too, when all its vessels nre 
included, exceeded the Diamond Fleet in num- 
bers. But none of these old ships were much 
larger than the ‘‘ destroyers ” of this one, which 
is easily first when bigness and power are con- 
sidered. It is not only first, it is quite without a 
rival. A grand fleet it is, this fleet which

assigned to this vessel in the Admiralty chart. 
In addition, there will be present 


Twenty Foreign War-Ships, 
headed by the Austrian Wien (illustrated last 
week), which was the first foreigner to arrive ; 
twelve or more special merchant steamers, and, 
of course, innumerable private vessels. 

Turning to details, 


The Finest Ships are of the “ Majestic” 
Class, 


each of 15,000 tons. These are the Majestic and 
Magnificent, flag-ships of the Channel Fleet, and 
the Jupiter, Mars, Prince George, and Victorious. 
These are in line B. They carry four 46-ton and 
twelve 6-in. quick-firing guns, have 9 in. to 
14in. of the best armour, and can steam about 
16 knots. Akin to them is the Renown, of 12,000 
tons, carrying four 22-ton and ten 6-in. quick- 
firing guns. She is Sir Nowell Salmon’s flag- 
ship, and the fastest ironclad going. 


Other First-Class Battle-Ships 
are the Sansparei/, which heads line C, and carries 
the flag of Rear-Admiral Pearson. She is of 
10,000 tons, carries two monster 110-ton guns, a 
30-ton gun, and twelve 6-in. guns. Her armour 
is 18in. thick, and her speed about 16 knots. 
She is one of the most interesting vessels at the 
review, being an exact sister to the ill-fated 
Victoria. Next her is the Howe, a sister ship to 
the Camperdown, that rammed the J "ictoria, and 
celebrated in her own way for having run 
aground and sunk та Spanish harbour. Her 
naval nickname at that time was the Anyhow. 
With her are two sisters— 
** Benbow " and ‘ Collingwood." 

All are of 100 tons, but the Benbow carries two 
110-ton guns, and should be noted because in 
her these guns are fully visible, instead of half- 
hidden in a turret as in the Sanspareil. The 
Howe has four 65-ton guns, the Collingwood 
45-tonners. Both have six 6-in. guns; the 
Benbow, having but two big guns, carries ten of 
the 6-in. guns. АП have f:om '18-т. to 12-in. 
armour, but not very much of it. 


The ‘‘ Royal Sovereign," © Empress of 
India," 
Resolution, and Repulse are all of 14,000 tons, 
carry four 65-ton and ten 6-inch quick-firing 
guns. Their armour is 18 inches, and speed 
15 to 16 knots. To look at they are not very 
unlike the Majestic, having their funnels abreast, 
but they have fewer tops to their masts, and are 
not so high out of the water. Of the second- 
class battle-ships, the Inflexible, which with her 
24-in. armour has the thickest armour of all the 
ships, carries four 80-ton Woolwich Infants. She 
was at the Bombardment of Alexandria, and was 
rather badly knocked about there. So, also, was 
the Alexandra, a three-masted ironclad launched 
by the Princess of Wales, now carrying four

22-ton guns, eight 18-ton muzzle-loaders, and 
six 4-in. guns protected by 8-in. to 12-in. armour. 
The Alexandra was Lord Alcester's flag-ship at 
the time of the bombardment, and subsequently 
carried the flag of the Duke of Edinburgh, who 
proved himself one of our most capable Admirals. 
The Colossus and Edinburgh (the latter launched 
by the Duchess) are very like the I»ferible, but 
carry guns of 45 tons weight. 

The “ Devastation" and ‘‘ Thunderer,”’ 
turret-ships carrying four 30-ton guns each 
and covered almost all over with 14in. to 12 in. 
of armour, are well known to the older gener- 
ation. Twenty years ngo they were much talked 
about, and they are still good ships, better 
possibly than many newer ones. The TAwnderer 
was notorious in the past for a fatal boiler 
explosion and a terrible gun accident. 

The Agincourt and Minotaur are the longest 
ironclads at the review. Their fighting days are 
over; they are thirty years old or more, and that 
is aged for a war-ship. The former vessel will be 
very interesting, as she is to have her sails loosed. 


The Armoured Cruiser “ Warspite,” 


four 19-ton and ten 6-in. quick-firing guns, 
plated with 10-in. armour, is a notable vessel 
because she alone is of a French type; she looks, 
indeed, like a French war-ship. The Australia, 
Aurora, and Galatea are armoured cruisers of a 
little older date. They carry two 22-ton guns 
and ten 6-in. quick-firers, and are of 5600 tons 
displacement. The other armoured cruiser is 
the old Northampton, whose fighting days are 
done, and she is now a recruiting-ship for boys. 
She is a masted vessel with very lofty masts— 
higher than those of any ship present, unless 
possibly the Minotaur. She is the most comfort- 
able ship in the Navy. Princess Louise once 
stayed on board her when the vessel was flag-ship 
on the North American station some years ago. 


The Most Interesting Cruisers 


are the Powerful and Terrible, 500 ft. long. They 
are very fast, twenty-two knots being their sea- 


speed. With their four funnels and immense 


bulk they are easily recognised. | 

Space does not admit of a detailed description 
of the rest of this great fleet. The cruisers which 
finish off lines B and C are mostly so alike that it 
is not easy to distinguish them one from the 
other, except Phaeton and Leander, three-masted 
vessels in line C. 


In Line D the “Rattlesnake,” 


as our first ‘‘ catcher,” is worthy of notice, and! 


so, too, the Calliope, which made herself famous 
when she escaped out of Apia Roads in the 
hurricane. The Landrai/, in the same line, is 
known to Londoners because she came up for 
the Tower Bridge opening. She is of no fight- 
ing value, however. | 
The destroyers are sure to attract nttention ; 
they are more interesting than even the newest 
battle-ships. Thirty miles an hour most of them

lie close to the destroyers. The three leading 
boats are much like destroyers to look at, with 
their curious “ turtle-back’’ bows ; the rest are 
of older type. No. 79 was once commanded by 
Prince George. Two ofher old ships of the 
Prince are in the fleet, the Alexandra, and the 
Melampus cruiser, of which he was Captain in 1892. 

So much for a brief sketch of the details of the 
fleet. Next week I shall be writing a special 
description of the review itself for the benefit of 
those who were not there to see.
